Nineteen years after the date thereof 3 As alſo, that by an Att of the 
ou Firſt Parliament Charles Second, itis Statute and Dcclared, that all Materials Imported for the uſe of the faid Manufaftory, ſhould be free of all 
Impoſitions whatſoever : And becauſe ofthe great abuſes committed by the Importation of old Cairds furbiſhed up,and ſold as new Cairds,they are thereby 
diſcharged ſimpliciter. - Likeas the Lords of Thefaurie and Exchequer, by their 4 dated'the Eleventh of July, One thouſand fix hundred ſeventy three 
years, did Ordain all His Majeſties Subjects to uu all due obedience tothe ſaid AR of Parliament, and accordingly Diſcharged and lahibited all perſon 
within this Kingdom, to Import, Sell, or Vend any old furbiſhed Cairds, upon whatſoever pretext, under the pain of Confiſcation z and thereby com- 
; manded all the ColleQors, and others imployed in the Cuſtom or Exciſe, to be careful, as they would be anſwerable, in Seizing and Confiſcating the

 chequer, upon app!ication made to them by the Members of the ſaid Manufactory, did by their Act of the date, the Fifteen day of July, One thoufand 
fix bundred eighty one years, Ratifie the faid Gitt and Prorogation, inthe whole Heads, Tenors, and Contents thereof; and Ordained the Collectors 
of the Cuſtoms to Seiz upon, Deſtroy and Burn all forbidden old Cairds, furbiſhed up as new, during the ſaid Prorogation. Notwithſtanding of the

Name ang Authority foreſaid, {triQly Protibiteand Diſchargeall Merchants, Pedlers, and others, from Importing any old Cairds into this Kingdom,

{ upon, deſtroy, and burn all Imported old Cairds, furbiſhed up asnew, or which ſhall happen to be Imported, during the ſaid Prorogation, in manner. as 
. is appointed by the foreſaids AQs of Parliament and Exchequer, And they do alſo hereby allow the Ptoprietars and Mannagers of the: ſaid «Ma- 
Ro. to appoint their own Waiters, to ſeiz upon, burn and deſtroy all old furbiſhed Cairds, already Imported, or which ſhall hereafter happen to 
be Imported,during the ſpace foreſaid: Requiring hereby all Magiſtrats of Burghs, Baillics of Bailliaries, Regalities and Baronics,andJuſtices of Peace,Sherifh 
and their Deputes, and all others in Pablick Truſt and Charge within this Kingdom, 'ro be aiding and aſliſting in proſecution of the Premiſfſes. And 
Ordains theſe preſents to be Printed, and Publifhed by Aacers of Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Sheriffs in that part, at the Mercat-Crofs of Edin-
